American Court Imposes 
Heaviest Penalty on 
S.S. Gen. Berger — 
Diplomat Weizsaecker 
Draws Seven Years.

NUERNBERG, Germany, April 


14 (AP)—Nineteen high Nazi of- 
ficials, convicted in the final 
American war crimes trial, drew 
prison sentences today ranging 
from 4 to 25 years. 

Each will receive a reduction of 
sentenee equal to the time he has 
spent in jail—about four years. 
The defendants immediately ap- 
pealed to have the verdicts and 
sentences set aside on the ground 
the United States tribunal which 
tried them lacked jurisdiction. 

Gottlob me eae SS. (Elite 
Guard) lieutenant general, who 
was convicted of crimes including 
participation in mass murder and 
atrocities, received sentences ag- 
greating 25 years, the heaviest im- 
posed on any of the 19. All had 
been found guilty of helping in 
various ways the Nazi program of 
aggression, plunder, brutality and 
murder, 

Ex-Envoy Gets 7 Years. 

The best known of the 19, Baron 
Ernst von Weizsaecker, was sen- 
tenced to seven years. A former 
envoy to the Vatican and former 
State Secretary of the German 
Ministry, he was convicted of 
helping Hitler plot aggressive war 
against Czechoslovakia and par- 
ticipating in the campaign of 
atrocites against the Jews. 

Two of the 21 defendants were 
acquitted by the three-judge court 
which last night finished a three- 
vata reading of its 833-page opin- 
on. 

Ju€ge Leon W. Powers of Den- 
nison, Ia., dissented from most of 
the convictions, the 
prescution had failed to prove the 
defendants were personally to 
blame for Nazi crimes.

The Gulf, Mobile & Ohio Rail-

erating electricity. 

This was a victory for public 
power in its long fight with pri- 
vate power forces over the steam 
plant. The House passed a simi- 
lar bill a month ago. A few minor 
differences between the House 
and Senate versions remain to be 
compromised before the bill goes 
to President Truman.

Cost of Steam Plant. 

The steam plant, designed to 
add to TVA’s electric power pro- 
duction, is estimated to cost $54,- 
000,000 when completed.

The bill to round out funds for 
a number of agencies in the fiscal 
year ending June 30, called for 
total expenditures of $538,453,473. 
It was passed by voice vote and

The independent offices bill be- 
fore the House carries $5,145,431,- 
940 for the Veterans’ Administra-

The total is $734,680,599 less than 
President Truman requested. The 
Veterans’ Administration would 
suffer a $508,750,060 cut and the 
Atomic Energy Commission would 
be cut $76,879,603.

Two 
dormitory buildings at the Boys’ 
Training School at Chehalis, were 


damaged, and boys were moved 
into three new dormitories near- 
ing completion. Two boys were 


hurt. Seventeen men in the Old | 


Soldier's Home at Retsil, near 
Bremerton, were moved after 
damage to their building. 

Tacoma, 30 miles south of 
Seattle, reported “scores and 
scores” were treated for shock, 
bruises and other minor hurts. 
Many downtown buildings, includ- 
ing the Bankers Trust Building, 
were ordered evacuated. The 
Lowell school was roped off be- 
cause its steeple had shifted. 

Holy Rosary church, probably 
the tallest in Tacoma, was closed, 
as its cross was in danger of 
collapsing. 

Trains ran late between Seattle 
and Portland, bypassing the Nar- 
rows route at Tacoma, where 
quake-caused slides were not ex- 
pected to be cleared until some 
time today.

At Puyallup, also near Tacoma, 
geysers of water appeared sud- 
denly during the quake in a four- 
block area. There were no water 
mains in the vicinity. 

The top 100-foot séction of radio 
station KJR’s Harbor Island tower 
broke off but was still hanging 
from the rest of the structure. 
Broadcasting continued. 

Needle Knocked Off Seismograph. 

At Honolulu the Barbers Point 
seismographs located the quake’s 
center between Seattle and Ta- 
coma. The shock knocked a 
needle from a seismograph at the 
University of Nevada in Reno, and 
was recorded on machines in New 
York City. 

In the western Washington zone 
of heaviest damage, water tanks 
split open, windows were shat- 
tered and bricks and concrete 
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‘blocks’ rained into the streets and 
thousands of persons rushed from 
swaying buildings. 

In Seattle two water tanks 
broke atop business buildings, cas- 
cading water down the sides into 
| the streets.

‘alarm, but the big dam and power 
\lines apparently, were not dam-

“I started to 
get out of the shower, then 
changed my mind and got back 
in.

| “This was the most severe 
‘earthquake I’ve ever felt,” com- 
‘mented Ralph Rogers, who has 
been in three others. He was in 
Naples in 1930 when a quake 
broke up that city’s streets and 
caused widespread damage. He 
was in Los Angeles in 1933 when 
another struck, and later drove 
through streets with large gaps 
in them. He felt his third quake 
while playing golf in Aberdeen, 
Washk., in 1946. 

“But this is the first I’ve been 
in that had a circular as well as 
a forward and backward motion.” 


New Island Formed. 


The quake created a new island 
in Puget Sound. Residents at 
Cooper Point near Olympia re- 
ported about 150 feet of uninhabit- 
ed land had sunk into the sound 
near the tip of the point. This 
made the sandy tip into a small 
island. 

In the southwest Washington 
city of Aberdeen, the shock sent 
all occupants of a downtown tav- 
ern bowling into the streets—all 
but two men playing the pinball 
machine. They stayed on. When 
the others began to filter batk in, 
the two were still standing at the 
machine. They were arguing 
warmly over which of them made 
it register “tilt.”

It would have enabled the state to 
recover from any property of an 
old-age pensioner, after his death, 
the amount of benefits paid to him 
while living. 
Bills Regularly Killed. 

Such bills have been introduced 
with regularity in the House, in 
recent sessions, and regularly have 
been killed. Such a bill was 
passed by the Senate of the last 
Legislature, but was dropped in 
the House in the 1948 session be- 
cause it was regarded as a politi- 
cal “hot potato” in an éelction 
year. 

An urgent appeal for a favor- | 
able report on the bill, to permit 
it to go to the floor of the House, 
was made in the hearing last 
night by Mrs. Clara Aiken Speer 
(Rep.), a representative from Kan- 
gas City, one of the sponsors of | 
the measure. After the bill was 
killed she said she would offer 
another such bill in the next ses- 


gion. 
Edward Staples of Jefferson 
City, director of the Missouri Pub- 


laws in the country, Staples esti- 
mated the roll would increase to 
134,000 pensioners in 1951. 
Rising Cost of Pensions. 
Cost of such pensions to the 
state, exclusive of federal grants 
which met more than half of the 
monthly payments, had increased

Unless the present rate of in- 
crease in the pension program was 
checked, he said, pension grants 
would have to be decreased, im- 
posing hardships on those in need, 
or other state services would have 
to be curtailed through demands 
for additional pension funds. 
Staples said 27 states have laws 
providing for recovery of pension 
benefits from the estates of de- 
ceased pensioners. The experience 
in states adopting such laws, 
Staples said, had been that many 
persons with property would vol- 
untarily leave the rolls, or rela- 
tives would support them to avoid 
having a state lien established 
against the property.

Air Force Contention. 

The Air Force has countered 
these disparaging comments by 
saying (a) that the B-36 cruises 
at 250 miles an hour and recently 
completed a 9600-mile, non-stop 
flight with a 10,000-pound bomb 
load from which it landed with 
two hours’ fuel, plus normal re- 
serves, and (b) that the best mod- 
ern jet fighters lose so much of 
their performance, at the B-36’s 
Operating level of 40,000 feet or

ERP involves many operations, 
but most of all it is investment 
banking. It furnishes dollars to 
stimulate and expand European 
trade and industry through nor- 
mal commercial channels. 

The dollars come out of the 
United States Treasury. At least 
80 per cent of them are gifts to 
ERP countries, with certain 
strings attached. The remainder 
are loans, requiring full repay- 
ment with 2% per cent interest. 

Dollars Kept Busy. 

ERP, as an investment _ banker, 
tries to make each of its dollars 
do the work of three or four. In 
a given country, it is alWays hop- 
ing to make a single dollar add 
a dollar to exports as well as a 
dollar to imports, trim a dollar 
off the national debt as well as 
add a dollar to capital invest- 
ment. 

It sounds like financial abaca- 
dabra, but ERP can point to many 
instances where its dollars pro- 
vided multiple benefits. 

ERP is actually controlled by 
something called the ECA, which 
double-checks the recovery pro- 
grams submitted from something 
else called the OEEC. 

The Economic Co-operation Ad- 
ministration—ECA—is an Ameri- 
can government agency, headed by 
Paul G. Hoffman in Washington 


completed in mid-1952. 

The pay-off hoped for is nothing 
less than this: The peaceful evo- 
lution of diverse nations toward 
self-supporting European unity, 
which will foster economic well- 
being and virile democracy for all 
of them. 

More simply, the pay-off might, 
with the impetus of the North At- 
lantic Treaty, be a kind of United 
States of Western Europe. 

Ofily a gypsy fortune-teller could 
pretend to know now whether 
western Europe will ultimately 
reach this objective. ERP, in aim- 
ing in this direction, is strictly a 
gamble. 

However, in short-range activi- 
ties, ERP is less uncertain. 
Judged on factual results month 
by month in its brief life, ERP is 
accomplishing a good many of the 
urgent tasks which its backers 
claimed it would accomplish. 
Some failures are already 
chalked up and others are im- 
pending. Contrasted with its in- 
ability to go the impossible is its 
record of doing, or nearly doing, 
very difficult things.

Diplomats and economists are 
generally agreed that an unsatis- 
factory economy is the key to 
much of the unrest and upheaval. 
Communist forces have played a 
distinctly minor role, according 
to the best in ormation and judg- 
ment of the State Department. 
Office-holders deprived of their 
jobs by coups d’etat have some- 
times cried to high heaven that 
they have been displaced by 
“reds,” and this sometimes hap- 
pens in Latin America as it does 
elsewhere in the world, but there 
is little. evidence to support the 
charge. 


Conflicts in Ruling Class. 

Great social issues are seldom 
involved in the ruckuses. Most of 
the conflicts are between rival 
groups within the ruling class, 
representing essentially similar 
views. The great mass of people 
in whom social unrest is smolder- 
ing are only their tools. 

Until the 20 nations of Latin 
America, particularly the countries 
below the Panama Canal, can 
achieve an orderly economic pro- 
gram, they will be subject to po- 
litical instability and disorder. 

At Lake Success and in the min- 
istries of ‘the south-of-the-border 
countries, Latin American diplo- 
mats are worried. They are fear- 
ful that emphasis on the Marshall 
Plan has diverted United States 
attention to the needs of western 
Europe and virtually left Latin 
America to drift for itself. 

In Washington, United States 
officials have made it plain that 
the good neighbor policy remains 
this country’s basic attitude, 


Solid Relationship Necessary. 
Consensus of‘economists is that 
without a solid and permanent 
economic relationship between 
Latin America and the United 
States, political stability in Latin 
America will be most difficult to 
attain.

For the Missouri Voter 
Missouri has an absentee voting law which ts 
a joke. 
Missouri holds its primary at the worst pos- 
sible time in the campeign for nominations. 
Missouri does not permit its citizens to engage 


.in the weighing of presidential possibilities 


through the preferential primary system, 
All these deficiencies can and should be cor- 
rected by our lawmakers at Jefferson City. All 


, are dealt with in bills introduced at this session. 


The bill for absentee voting has just been ap- 
proved by the House Elections Committee, but 
the same committee has decided against a better 
primary date and against a presidential primary 
for Missouri. . 

The state’s absentee voting law must come 
close to being unique in its inadequacy. It per- 
mits Missourians to vote by mail in a primary or 
election only if they are somewhere within the 
state. The citizen who is 1000 miles away for 
business or educational reasons cannot apply for 
a ballot, mark it and return it to his legal resi- 
dence as may the citizens of most other states. 


In his inaugural address, Gov. Forrest Smith 
renewed the recommendation of other Missouri 
executives that this obviously unsatisfactory 
condition be corrected. Acting on this, Repre- 
sentative Rucker of Phelps county is sponsoring 
a bill which he says will enable any qualified 
Missouri voter to cast an absentee ballot from 
“anywhere in the world.” 


Everyone in Missouri must know the argu- 
ments against our August primary. August is the 
season when public interest in electoral matters 
is at lowest ebb. It is the time when thousands 
of citizens are out of the state on trips and va- 
cations. Candidates are put to the ordeal of 
campaigning through the _ state’s warmest 
weather. All these factors work to the interests 
of political machines and boss-picked entries. 

One by one the states have moved to spring 
or fall primaries. Illinois opens the season early 
in April and many states come along in May and 
June. The bill enjoying the bi-partisan sponsor- 
ship of Representative Cooper of Johnson 
county, Democrat, and Representatives Roos of 
St. Louis and Andrae of Cole county, Republi- 
cans, proposed to advance the Missouri date to 
the second Tuesday in May. 


It would be hard to improve on the date pro- 
posed. This would give Missouri a spring cam- 
paign with the primary itself by mid-May, which 
is one of the best times of the year in this state. 


Representatives Roos and Andrae also are the 
sponsors of the bill to give Missouri a preferen- 
tial primary in the quadrennial presidential se- 
lection. As it is, Missourians read about presi- 
dential primaries in Wisconsin, Nebraska, LIlli- 
nois, Oregon, Ohio and other states, but have no 
part in the public appraisal of the candidates. | 


The Elections Committee used excellent judg- 
ment when it approved the absentee voting bill, 
only to slip seriously by turning down the two 
primary bills. We strongly urge it to recon- 
sider. In event that the committee does not re- 
consider, the issue can arise in the House again 
through a Senate bill. Certainly there are many 
members of the Senate who favor a better pri- 
mary date and wish to see Missouri participate 
in the sorting out of presidential aspirants. 
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On Ending Fire Hazards 


The Effingham hospital] fire has started plen- 
ty of talk in Jefferson City as well as in St. 
Louis. Gov. Smith has asked his legal secre- 
tary to find out whether a law is needed to end 
fire hazards in hospitals. House Speaker Ham- 
lin is drafting a bill. Senator Pentland has in- 
troduced a resolution. Mayor Kaufmann has 
asked Public Welfare Director Caulfield for a 
report. And so on. . 

All this is to the good—if it will lead to posi- 
tive action and not just a lot of official and of- 
ficious confusion. There is rea! danger of the 
latter. For example, it is quite possible that 
legislative and aldermanic investigating commit- 
tees will be appointed. But as Senator Williams 
of Cassville said, it is doubtful whether such 
laymen are qualified “to see fire hazards in a 
building just by looking at it.” This is a job for 
experts. They should make the inspections, and 
they should have the authority to order remedial 
measures where they find them to be necessary. 

There is also the possibility that people with 

other objectives may seek to achieve them by 
trying to tie them to public concera over fire 
risks. Apparently this is being done on behalf, 
of a bill to license all hospitgls in the state. 
Such a measure may of may not be desirable. 
But it would be unfortunate if a fire preven- 
tion biM were to be delfyed or even defeated 
because of opposition to licensing or anything 
else. . 
A careful study of the inadequacies of existing 
legal provisions is in order. Also,in order is 
the study of the New York law and others which 
are considered models of their kind. It should 
not take too long to fashion a good law for Mis- 
souri. Then, let the emphasis fall on prompt en- 
And let the legislators not forget 
that, in connection with state institutions, this 
means adequate appropriations for structural 
improvements and safety devices. 
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Something to Remember 

Everybody is saying something. thése days 
about unification of the armed services and 
nearly all of it is intensely critical. The latest 
is Secretary of Air Symington, who told a closed 
session of a Senate committee that the present 
law “has not worked satisfactorily.” 

The Post-Dispatch has pointed out shortcom- 
ings from time to time and will continue to do 
so until they are corrected. However, we want 
to say again, as’we have in the past, that too 
much of this fault-finding overlooks the basic 
achievement in the very passage of the Armed 
Forces Merger Act. 

Long after most countries had brought their 
armed services together in a single department 
or ministry of defense, our separate arms were 
still the sharpest of -rivals. Neither the Army 
nor the Navy wanted to give up anything and 
both were reluctant to agree to equal status for 
the Air Force. 

When Harry S. Truman went to work on this 
problem, he tackled a combination of powerful 
lobbies. These lobbies had much more than 
money. They had prestige, traditian, sentiment, 
influence, history—and a great deal of accom- 
plishment on their respective. sides. The only 
possible start on unification was one which did 
not try to produce the ideal at the outset. What 
could be achieved was a substantial beginning. 
And that is mow a fact. It is the basis for im- 
provements which are now being proposed by 
Gen. Eisenhower and others. 

To say that the defense organization is worse 
off than it was is nonsense. Our defense ma- 
chinery is better off in many respects. There is 


joint planning. Comimands have been established 
in which each service knows its role and so on. 
And there have been economies, not as many as 
there should be, but some at least. 

Other changef are clearly indicated. The Sec- 
retary of Defense must have the authority over 
the branches he needs. The chiefs of the three 
services should be reduced to Under Secretaries. 
(Had they been so reduced in the original act, 
the legislation probably still would’ be kicking 
around congressional committees.) And so on. 

President Truman deserves a lot of credit for 
what he has achieved in the co-ordination of our 
defense arms. Let the critics remember this as 
they call on Congress for improvements. 
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Chaim Weizmann’s Appeal 

An unusual request for funds is being made 
by Dr. Chaim Weizmann, President of the new 
State of Israel. Through the United Jewish Ap- 
peal, he is asking for $250,000,000 in 1949. 
While Dr. Weizmann is limiting hit request to 
Jews, no doubt funds for his cause will come 
from people of all creeds. 

Although Israel is firmly established through 
the courage and determination of its own sons 
and daughters, it has opened its doors wide to 
Jews from other countries, especially the na- 
tions of Europe, who wish to settle in the new 
state. Israel has an unlimited immigration 
policy, though it is only about the size of Ver- 
mont and much of its land needs irrigation be- 
fore it can produce. Dr. Weizmann writes: 


Every day, men, women and children are 
streaming in large numbers through the 
gates of Zion. They show signs of what they 
have gone through in the torture chambers 
of Hitler’s Europe, but there is a hope in 
their eyes. They come to Israel not merely 


to find a resting ee for their weary feet; 
they want to find that measure of human 
happiness, the chance of a free life which is 
God’s gift afforded to every’ man and 
woman on God’s earth. It is our sacred 


duty to satisfy their deep desire. 

This open-arms policy is going to cost a good 
deal at first. The newcomers will have to be 
supplied with food, clothing, housing. Farmers 
will need seeds, fertilizer and agricultural equip- 
ment. Industrial workers in many cases will 
have to undergo a period of training. But the 
money so spent will prove to be bread cast upon 
the waters. 

We Have already seen how the people of Is- 
rael, in the period of unsettled political condi- 
tions, made marvelous progress. They made the 
desert bloom. One of the world’s important 
citrus crops is in Israel. All kinds of industries 
were established. The people worked hard. 
There is every reason to believe that the immi- 
grants from Eyrope will catch the enthusiasm 
of those who have preceded them and that the 
$250,000,000 asked by United Jewfsh Appeal will 
yield great material and spiritual dividends. 

How like heaven it must seem for the Jews of 
Europe, who have seen millions of their people 
killed in the past few years and who have them- 
selves lived in morta) fear during the Hitler 
era, to go to a new and free country to start life 
over. Surely, at the outset, they richly deserve 
a helping hand. 
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One Hit and One Error 


Entering into the House debate yesterday for 
Army, Navy and Air Force appropriations, Mis- 
souri’s Representative Clarence Cannon scored 
one hit and one error. In brief, he wisely came 
out for helping Western European nations to 
arm themselves and yet called for American air 
power capable of knocking out Russia in three 
weeks. 

Arming European members of the Atlantic 
pact makes such good sense that it is hard to 
understand any reason for objecting to it. And 
at least 10 Europeans could be armed for the 
cost of maintaining one American soldier for 
ore year. 

But as for winning a war against Russia by 
three weeks of atomic bombing, that is utter 
buncombe. Russia is a great sprawling country 
about which we know little militarily. Atomic 
bombing planes could not concentrate on it as 
they could on a closely knit country such as 
Britain or Japan. Nor could we bomb Russian 

*forces in occupied countries. Representative 
Cannon, head of the House Appropriations 
Committee, would do well to forget the aerial 
Santa Claus idea of winning a war. 
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Paradox . 

In a stfange and paradoxical way, the Cali- 

fornia tragedy embodied one of the worst of 
American traits along with some of our best. 

It displayed our characteristic carelessness as 

nothing else has done in many years. Men du¢ 

a well, used it, made money from it, abandoned 


it and then forgot all about it: The water com- | 
' pany even said it had lost all track of where the 


the open pipe was. 

Then a 3-year-vld girl, running at play with 
other children, stepped into the opening and 
disappeared. At once the trait of carelessness 
was surmounted by a national desire to help, to 
be of service, somehow to relieve the child’s 
plight. Men worked feverishly in relays, risked 
their own lives, through two days and nights to 
find the helpless victim and lift her body to her 
grief-stricken parents. One engineer calculated 
that the equipment and labor which went into 
those hours would have cost $250,000. 


The traits of humanity and generosity are fine. 
But how much better it would be if some of the 
fineness which underlies them could be drawn 
on in advance to reduce the sin of carelessness! 
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For a Safer Airport 

' Engineering consultants to the City Airport 
Commission make what has the appearance at 
least of being a reasonable recommendation to 
ease the congestion at St. Lowis-Lambert Field. 
The proposal is that. light planes and trainer 
plane traffic be diverted from the runways to 
shorter runways, “with but small cost for addi- 
tional construction.” 

If this change is made, the engineers conclude 
that it may not be necessary to develop a second 
major airport until 1960. But if the change is 
not made, they say without hesitation that the 
safe capacities of the city’s airport will have 
been exceeded within the next two years. 

This is a matter for the prompt consideration 
of the new City Administration. Mayor-elect 
Darst has made it clear that he does bg favor 
heavy expenditures at Columbia Bottomis at this 
time. He has also shown himself aware of the 
possibilities of a secondary airport on the Iili- 
nois side of the river, under the auspices of the 
bi-state authority, now the subject of legislation 
at Jefferson City and Springfield.

Why Taft-Hartley Repeal Bogs Down

House and Senate committees have accepted “arbitrary and un- 
digested" White House bills, editorial says; they lack majority 
support, so the outlook is for rewriting on the floor, bad proce- 
dure; this promises bad legislation and another Truman setback.

Confusion over the labor bill seems to 
deepen with each step taken to bring it to 
the floor of either the House or Senate. 


On the House side there is a move to 
bind Democratic members in a party cau- 
cus to vote for the Administration's bill. 
But the leadership is said to fear the out- 
come of such a caucus. In any event, Dem- 
ocrats who favéred 
the Taft-Hartley Act 
in their campaigns 
could not be required 
by a caucus to vote 
for its repeal. 

The basic difficul- 
ty is, of course, that 
the Labor Commit- 
tee failed to produce 
a bifi that can com- 
mand the respect of 
the majority, and 
this makes it neces- Senator Ives 
sary to rewrite the bill on the floor. One 
Congressman has said that if the House is 
to work on the Lesinski bill, it will re- 
quire not less than 60 days of debate. And 
most likely the end result would be a mon- 
strosity, for consistent and well-balanced 
legislation on so complicated a subject as 
labor relations simply cannot be written 
by @ body of 48§ members. 

On the Senate side the outlook is scarce- 
ly more hopeful. The Labor Committee re- 
ported out the Administration's bill with- 
out considering -the amendments that its 
own members wish to press. Indications 
are that this bill has less chance of get- 
ting through the Senate than through the 
House. 

The choice that is shaping up for mem- 
bers of Congress as well as the President 
is between a labor bill written on the floor, 
with all the hazards that implies, and no 


legislation at all at this session. The only 
hope of averting such a choice now in 
sight would lie in acceptance of the Taft- 
Ives compromise, and the idea of signing 
a labor bill with Senator Taft’s name on 
it could produce only a political nightmare 
at the White House. 

In our opinion, this dilemma is a direct 
and natural result of too much presiden- 
tial control. The majority leadership in 
the House and Senate has not taken re 
sponsibility for shaping a better labor-man- 
agement relations law to take the place of 
the Taft-Hartley Act. Rather, it has su- 
pinely accepted an arbitrary and undigest- 
ed White House bill that satisfies some of 
labor’s political demands* but at the same 
time threatens to restore most of the abuses 
that Jed to enactment of the present law. 


This is not, we submit, responsible legis- 
lative leadership. The top policy-makers 
of both the Senate and House should have 
made the President understand that his 
bill is unsatisfactory, that it has little or 
no chance of being enacted, and that a 
new .bill would have to be written in the 
Labor Committee of either the Senate or 
House. We suspect that failure to make 
the President understand this will be cost- 
ly to the Administration in the end. 


There seems to be little probability that 
the effects of this initial mistake can be 
overcome by compromise on the floor of 
the Senate or the House. The wise course 
might yet be to send the labor bill back to 
the Senate Labor Committee, which is best 
equipped to write a reasonable measure that 
would have a good chance for enactment. 


Considerable time might be saved if this 
step were taken before either a hopeless 
deadlock or a hopeless patchwork compels 
Congress to start again from scratch. 


Good Will vs. 


Book-Burning_

Former Magistrate Joseph Goldstein has 
announced the intention to sue the Board 
of Education of New York if the board re- 
fuses to eliminate “Oliver Twist” and “The 
Merchant of Venice” from public school 
English courses, He considers both anti- 
Semitic and therefore harmful. 

Civilized persons will agree that anti- 
Semitism, or anti-anything which stencils 
a large group with unpleasant character- 
istics, is harmful. It is harmful to truth, 
and offensive to morals for that reagon. It 
is unjust and therefore inhumane. It is 
obviously harmful to the target group, and 
it degrades those who believe the lie. 


It is not so easy to get all persons of 
good will to agree that either of these 
works is anti-Semitic in intent or effect. 
Shylock was a Jewish moneylender, some 
contend, because there were few if any 
Gentile moneylenders in the Venice of the 
period, and Jessica is sympathetically 
drawn. Besides, do we have a low opWion 
of Italians because Iago was a slimy scoun- 
drel? Has Claudius given Danes a bad 
name? 

The analogies are imperfect, because 
Iago is posed against good Italians in 
“Othello,” the bad Dane against good 
Danes in “Hamlet,” while Shylock is con- 
spicdeusly Jewish. Fagin, we think, is 
more conspicuous still, for his being drawn 
as Jewish answers no necessity of veri- 


similitude. 


But one could concede that both works 
are anti-Semitic’ and still oppose Judge 
Goldstein’s move to ban them, as we do. If 


they are tanti-Semitic, a campaign to sup- 
press them can lead only to publicizing the 
titles among thousands who otherwise 
might not encounter them, those least 
likely .to realize that all fictional stereo- 
types should be examined against the facts 
and that the Jewish “racial” stereotype in 
particular has had no respectable accept- 
ance for many years. 

A more constructive treatment of these 
works in the New York schools would be to 
continue to assign them, with appropriate 
comment from teachers about the danger 
of reading into fictional characters any 
factual generalizations about large groupes. 
True, this requires enlightenment, good wiil 
and ‘voluntary action by teachers, but en- 
lightened good will is the only force which 
can destroy libels about fellow humans. 

By contrast, the oe npr 
would almost certainly set off a of 
retaliatory protest and suppression demand 
from other groups, adversely affecting the 
cumate in which the struggle for under- 
standing is carried on. . 

Le dare say Judge Goldstein opposed 
book-burning in Germany, as all decent 
persons would, but he seems not to have 
got the whole point: book-burning is a bad 
business anywhere.

The Tragedy of Black Hawk 


THUNDER ON THE RIVER, by Gheriton Laird. (A?- 
lantie-Little-Brown, Boston’ 3/0 Pages, $2.75.) 

In 1813 Mark Eldridge, a 19-year-old Ver- 
monter, arrived.in the wild frontier town 
of Goshen, Illinois, a few miles above St. 
Louis. Impatient for adventure, Mark 
joined a party of fur traders headed by 
Judge John Johnson and was initiated into 
the apprehensive but lusty life of the 
West. Wounded in an Indian fight, Mark 
returned to Goshén and fell in love with 
the shy and wistful Jeanne, who nursed 
him, He had no sooner than proposed to 
Jeanne when he joined the Kentucky 
scouts to go fight the Indians in earnest. 
This was considered an expedient move 
since the surge of white settlers made ex- 
pansion necessary. But the Indians, headed 
by Black Hawk, were resolved not to leave 
their land and the bones of their fathers. 


Mark, a novice at fighting, was captured 
by Black Hawk himself, but instead of the 
anticipated scalping, was adopted as a son 
by the chief. As a member of the tribe he 
was indoctrinated into Indian life. In order 
to become completely acceptable he took 
an Indian wife, Little Turtle. It was all a 
part of his plot to escape and return to 
Jeanne. 

It was a year before he returned to 
Goshen and then he went with Black 
Hawk's knowledge. He granted him the 
freedom to come and go as he liked, and 
thereby his generosity and faith bound 
Mark to him forever. For he'd learned 
“being an Indian was not something he 
could expect to pretend for a few months 
in order to buy his escape. It was a way 
of life, a way of behavior, a way of 
thought, a whole compound of things that 
he could eventually live himself into, but 
it was not just wearing Indian clothes, eat- 
ing roast dog; and sleeping with a squaw. 
Whether he liked it or not, it was a force. 
It was getting its hold of him in all sorts 

of ways, through 
Black Hawk, through 
Little Turtle...” 
Once back in 
Goshen Mark saw 
Jeanne and she told 
him that, thinking 
him dead, she had 
. married, The old love 
had to be denied and 
Mark went on to get 
a job as surveyor at 
Kaskaskia. When 
Little Turtle, with a 
new papoose, fol- 
lowed him 0 ac- 
. knowledged r as 
Chariton Laird nie wife and they re- 
sumed a life together that took them up 
and down the river as the crises of the 
time demanded. And in the end Little 
Turtle was not unloved. 

This is not primarily the story of Mark 
Eldridge, however. And it is not the story 
of the fur traders and those early settlers 
that captures the reader. They but fill in 
the canvas that is dominated by a tragic 
Indian figure—Black Hawk. It is an ar- 
tistic triumph, for Chariton Laird seldom 
introduces this Indian directly to the 
reader but nevertheless his personality, his 
determined struggle to protect a way of 
life already doomed, his refusal of the ex- 
pedient compromise, emerge as the poign- 
antly remembered story. 

There is inescapable analogy in the re- 
telling of the Black Hawk war—and a 
hurting reminder to the aggressors.

DENTISTS HEAR TALK 
ON CANCER OF MOUTH 


Many Can Be Cured if Treated 
Early, Dr. Barnet Levy 
‘Tells Convention. 


x 


A large proportion of mouth 
cancers can be cured if the growth 
remains local and treatment is 
given in the early. stages, Dr. 
Barnet M. Levy, a St. Louisan, 
said at the closing session yester- 
day of the Missouri State Dental 
Association’s meeting at Hotel 
Jefferson. 

“As with cancer in most parts 
of the body,” he said, “the early 
symptoms of mouth cancer are not 
particularly disturbing in them- 
selves. An important point for 
most persons to realize is that in 
cancer, the seriousness of the dis- 
ease is all out of proportion to the 
severity of the symptoms, 

“Patients will go to their dentist 
with a condition in their mouths 
which they will describe as sore, 
or as a rew spot or a wart, a 
canker sore, or tickling which has 
persisted for weeks or months. 
This is a particularly good ex- 
ample of what an early cancer 
seems like to the average person. 

“He usually attributes his condi- 
tion to some minor accident, such 
as biting his cheek or drinking 
something too hot or burning @ 
lip with a cigarette, or he may 
complain of an ordinary cold sore 
which he may have had before. 
These lesions are usually not pain- 
ful. This is one of the character- 
istics of cancers. Until the disease 
is advanced and complicated, it is 
not painful.”

Meanwhile, the problem of 
'United States-Latin American re- 
‘lations and the efforts of Latin 
American countties to ride out 
their own economic hurricanes 
point up political situations that 
have interesting, and sometimes 
explosive, possibilities. 

One of them is big, compara- 
tively rich, and progressive Argen- 
tina, 

For many months past, observ- 
ers have been watching what they 
suspected were efforts by Presi- 
dent Juan Domingo Peron to sét 
up an Argentine-led Latin Ameri- 
can bloc. Such a bloc, of course, 
would have ramifications in hemi- 
spheric economy, in the good 
neighbor policy, and in the United 
Nations councils, 

The economie pinch, however, 
has apparently Caught up with Ar- 
gentina and Peron and his co- 
horts have their hands full of do- 
mestic problems, 

Argentina may be reaping the 
bitter fruits of trying to make 
good the boast of former econom- 
ic czar Miquel Miranda, that “the 
dollar is going to disappear as a 
commercial symbol” in Argentina’s 
|international trade. 
| Strict foreign exchange and im- 
port controls have been imposed 
this spring. The stock market has 
been falling. Gasoline rationing 
has had to be imposed because of 
Argentina’s shortage of dollars to 
buy crude oil from the United 
States, Mexico, Venezuela and Eu- 
ropean producers. Some United 
States firms reportedly are clos- 
‘ing their Argentine branches be- 
cause of the difficulty of doing 
business under the government 
ag ng Frwy 

Some tin-American diplomats 
and officials-in-exile are blaming 
| Peron, despite his own troubles at 
home, for sparking what they call 
a “reactionary totalitarianist 
wave” in Latin America. They 
accuse the Argentine strongman 
of having a finger in recent gov- 
ernment upsets in Peru and Vene- 
wuéla. The current Bolivian Gov- 
ernment announced it had 
squéiched a rightist plot master- 
minded by Bolivian exiles operat- 
ing out of Argentina and Peru. 

Other Latin-American countries 
today are traveling various roads, 
Most of them are looking toward 
industrialization, many are forgeét+ 
ting agricultural production, their 
immediate and best bet. Some 
countries are offering attractive 
cOficessions to woo United States 
investments and dollars. Others 
| are daydreaming about the dollars 
‘but not doing anything practical 
about getting them. 
| The word is out that Mexico 
soon may spring one of the most 
spectacular moves in the field of 
attracting United States invest- 
ment. Briefly, the American oil 
companies which were thrown out 
of the country with British, Dutch 
and other foreign companies in

Sharp knife, a sure hand and

Carving the Easter ham can be 
a simple procedure accomplished 
without struggle and perspiration. 
Efficiency depends almost equally 
on good tools and on the skill with 
which they are used. 

A good carver operates so deftly 
that every portion is good to look 
at and palatable. Meat should al- 
ways be cut across the grain. 
After the first cut has been made 
the angle at which the knife is 
held should never be changed. 
Each cut should be direct and in- 
cisive with long, sweeping strokes. 
A good carver will make the ham 
go as far again as one who does 
not understand the little tricks of 
carving. 

Neatness Essential. 

Strength is not necessary as 
much as are neatness and care. A 
firm, steady hand and confidence 
are two assets. Where the entire 
ham is not to be required for the 
first meal neat carving means 
that the remainder is left in good 
shape for later service. 

The platter that holds the ham 
should be large enough to accom- 
modate the portions which have 
been carved. It should not be 
overloaded with garnishes.

In the ham the bone runs 
through the ham, a little off cen- 
ter. The broad or heavier side 
gives the best and choicest cuts. 
For this reason the hame is placed 
fat sideaip. With a left ham this 
brings the shank bone to the 
carver’s right. 

The carving fork is inserted in 
the heavy end of the ham at the 
point which will give the carver 
the firmest control. Two or three 
slices are cut parallel to the length 
of the ham on the side opposite 
the cushion side. This makes a 
base on which the ham may be 
turned and rested for better carv- 
ing. 

Now the ham is turned on its 
side and, holding the ham firmly 
with the fork, a wedge-shaped 
slice is cut out near the shank 
bone and laid aside. This is a pre- 
liminary step and the carver is 
now able to ¢d to work, cutting 
right down from the top surface 
to the bone. When the slices have 
been cut the carving knife is in- 
serted near the shank end and 
run parallel to the bone to release 
the slices for serving.

Some carvers prefer to use a 
carver’s helper or stabilizer. This 
is a heavy, wide-pronged fork 
which gives greater control and 
holds the ham, roast or turkey 
securely to the platter while being 
carved.

hot. Leftover ham should be kept 
under refrigeration. 
Raisin Saupce. 
One-half cup raisins 
One cup water 
One-half cup. brown sugar 
Four tablespoons vinegar 
One lemon 
Two teaspoons cornstarch 
Sliced baked ham. 


Cook the raisins in the water 
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about 10 minutes. Add sugar, vine- 
gar, lemon juice and a dash of 
ginger if desired. Thicken with 
cornstarch moistened with cool 
water. Heat slices of ham in 
sauce. Serves four to six. 

Similar to ham croquettes, but 
not requiring deep-fat frying are 
these ham quickies. 

Ham Quickies, 

One cup ground cooked ham, 
one-half cup milk, two cups soft 
bread crumbs, one-half cup diced 
onion, one-half teaspoon salt, three 
tablespoons lard. : 

Mix milk with bread crumbs, 
cook together in a few minutes 
until a thick smooth consistency. 
Saute onion in one tablespoon of 
lard, add ham, salt, and blend the 
two mixtures. Spread on a plate 
and cool in the refrigerator. Shape 
the ham mixture into four large 
patties, then pan-fry in remaining 
fat. 

The crowning glory to the baked 
ham is the last but not least dish 
—split pea or ham and mushroom 
soup, madew ith the hame bone 
and any bits of ham left. 

Ham and Mushroom Soup. 

Four quarts water, one ham 
bone, two small onions, one cup 
diced celery, one cup washed rice, 
one cup cooked mushrooms, two 
teaspoons salt. 

Simmer ham bone in water for 
one and one-half hours. Add sliced 
onions and celery. Add rice slowly 
and cook for one-half hour, stir- 
ring occasionally. Add mushrooms 
and salt. Simmer slowly one-half 
hour. Serves six. 


RING 0° SPRING COFFEE CAKE 
SUNDAY MORNING OCCASION 


Ring O’ Spring coffee cake is 
one of those treats that is just 
the thing to make Sunday morn- 
ing breakfast a special event. “he 
filling is delicious and simple, 
fruit preserves or jelly. 
ry, apricot, pineapple or straw- 
berry preserves are excellent and 
so is currant jelly. The same 
coffee cake becomes entirely dif- 
ferent, too, each time a new fila- 
vor of preserves or jelly is used. 

OQ’ Spring. 

Three-fourths cup milk, scalded, 
three tablespoons shortening, 
three tablespoons sugar, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one cake fresh 
yeast, one beaten egg, one-half 
teaspoon vanilla, three cups flour, 
one cup preserves or jelly. 

Scald the milk. Then put into 
the hot milk the shortening, the 
sugar and the salt. Cool until luke- 
warm. Break up the yeast cake 
and place it in this mixture. Stir 
until dissolved. Next beat the egg 
and place two teaspoorts of beaten 
egg in a separate dish. Then add 
the rest of the egg to the first 
milk mixture. Add the vanilla and 
enough flour to make a _ soft 
+dough,. Knead lightly on a floured 
board. Place the dough ina 
greased bowl, cover it and let rise 
until double in bulk. 

When the dough has doubled in 
bulk, divide it in half for two ring 
coffee cakes. Roll out each half 
in an oblong about one-half inch 
thick. Brush each with a little 
melted butter and on them spread 
the preserves or jelly which have 
been whipped lightly with a fork. 
Be sure to spread the preserves or 
jelly as evenly as possible and 
then roll the dough up lengthwise. 
Next, shape each roll into a ring 
on a greased cookie sheet. Then 
with 2 scissors snip the ring al- 
most to the center at intervals 
about two inches apart. Pull the 
ring and twist is slightly so as to 
open the snipped spots slightly.

BUT THE SHAKING of other people’s confi- 
dence in you is nothing as compared with the 
shaking of confidence in yourself.

HERE has been much fhon- 
T sense written, particularly of 
the nostalgic variety, about the 
smoking and curing of a handsome 
ham. Commercial packers, large 
and small, have probably 
their most effective job in the 
curing of the pig, a job that could 
not be touched by the old-timer 
with his ancient ideas and equip-' 
ment. That hackneyed stuff about 
Uncle Fud and his smoking corn- 
cobs reads well but doesn’t pro- 
duce the real goods of any taste 
and quality. 
It would seem closer to the truth 


to say that the prepared hams of 
today are by far the best in his- 
tory but that they fall into the 
hands of far less competent female 
cooks than were around in the 
good old days. 

The only way to achieve an 
extra fine ham is to do a little 
work on it and not expect the 
packer literally to put it in your 
mouth, 

Like this: 

Remove the rind and any excess 
fat from the ham. Now combine 
one cup of brown sugar, a table- 
spoon of dry mustard, a tablespoon 
of Worcestershire sauce and a few 
drops of tobasco sauce. Spread 
this over the ham, patting it down 
firmly with the hands. Arrange 
tWo or three pineapple slices on 
the top. Next peel and section two 
orangés and put some of the séc- 
ti6ns on the top of the ham, the 
others around it in the pan. Blend 
two cups Of cider with a cup of 
tum and sprinkle this over the 
ham. Watch your step. Don't 
pour. The liquid will wash away 
your covering, if you are not care 
ful. Bake, according to the direc- 
tions on the ham package (s0me- 
times they differ) and baste it as 
you go along with the liquid in

ham and here are somé of them, 
with the proportions which can 
De expanded or reduced, depending 
on the size of the joint: ; 

One cup of brown éugar and a 


half cup of maraschino cherry 
juice, 

One cup of brown sugar, with 
dashes of ground cloves, nutmeg, 
mace and cinnamon. 

Score the ham and _ stud it with 
gherkins. Then use a plain glase 
of brown sugar and any juice that 
suites your fancy. ’ 

Score the ham and stud it with 


small pieces of anchovy and make 


a@ light glaze of brown sugar. 
Brown sugar worked into a 
thin paste with equal parts of 
pineapple juice and apricot juice. 
Decorate with pineapple rings and 
baste with rest of the mixed juice. 
A cup of brown sugar, two. ta- 
blespoons of flour, a teaspoon of 
dry mustard, one-fourth of a cup 
of maple syrup and three tabie- 
spoons of gee = good.

Now when you want to get real 
fancy, and feel that you have 
enough experience to handle it, an 
impressive dish for a party is ham 
cooked in wine. 

Proceed, as follows; 

Score a tenderized hatm and 
cover with a fairly stiff paste of 
honey and brown sugar, generous- 
ly touched with clovés. on't get 
it too moist, Whén this is done 
make up a large sheet of pastry 
and roll it out to about a fourth 
of an inch thickness. Roi] the 
ham in the pastry, sealing with 
egg-white or water and leaving a 
feck at one end. Make a pasiry 
ball as a stopper, flour it, and in- 
Aert it in the neck. Into the oven 
it goes. Bake slowly until the 
peer? dough is set and is quite 

ard. Remove from oven, take 
out stopper and pour in Virginia 
Dare Wine. Fill it to the brim. 
Replace the stopper and put the 
ham back in the oven to bake for 
anything from 45 minutés on up, 
depending upon its size. 

Apple sauce is a Wonderful ac- 
companiment, to ham, providing 
you have not used pineapple or 
some other fruit, in its prepara- 
tion. Make the sauce, strain it 
well and add freshly ground horse- 
radish to taste just before it goes 
to the table.

Is Essential 


For Children

W E are trying to reach the in- 
dividual child in the schools 
and that is as it should be. 
Each child has gifts peculiar to 
himself—strengths and weakness- 
es. tastes and character traits that 
wake him stand apart from every 
other child; and his personality 
must be cultivated to the fullest. 
But group teaching is as essen- 
tial to children’s education and 
development as the personal at- 
tention we are accenting just now. 

In my experience, it is better 
to meet the class as a unit the 
first thing in the morning. Let 
them sing together, recite in uni- 
gon, act as one mind and body so 
that they feel th.. strength of their 
unity. This helps all. It helps 
particularly the slower ones, the 
very dull ones, They gather 
courage from the group and make 
an effort to share in the group 
feeling and the group activity. 
They are not standing alone and

ONCE THE CLASS is warmed 
up and welded into this feeling of 
strength through unity, the teach- 
er may well divide them into 
whatever groups they fall into, ac- 
cording to their rate of learning 
and their ability. In time, then, 
the teacher gets to the individual 
child to give him the personal 


‘help and stimulation hé needs. 


Concert work is a fine thing 
for little children. In the past, 
when it was used too much and 
without checking individual re- 
sponse, it was abused and so was 
ordered abolished, a common 
habit, in the management of big 
institutions of throwing the baby 
out with the bath.

WHEN THE TEACHER has 
taught an arithmetic table, for ex- 
ample, or a poem and is aware of 
the individual child’s progress in 
mastering the lesson, it is wise 
ptactice to have the whole group 
chant it in unison. Work that 
must be memorized so that its 
recal] becomes automatic and per- 
fectly accurate is completed more 
thoroughly and with more pleasure 
to the children by this group 
response. When a pleasant tone 
of voice ig used, the chanting need 
not disturb other classes. 

Life is a lonely road for all 
of us, but it is particularly lonely 
for the little children just start- 
ing out to find their way through 
it. When they stand alone they 
are afraid. hen they stand to- 
gether, however, when they sing, 
chant, march and act as a unit, 
they gather courage and strength 
from each other. It would be too 
bad to rob them of this by over- 
emphasis on the individual. In 
teaching, as in every other de- 
partment of life, we should not

The result 
is a group of fashions of vester- 
year, some reminiscent of the em- 
pire era, some Victorian in feeling 
and others patterned after the 
modes of the twenties. Supple- 
menting these very feminine 
themes are accents definitely mod- 
ern in feeling, placing an original 
slant to old-fashioned favorites. 
Perhaps the fact that the stu- 
dents have had beautiful fabrics 
with which to work and these ma- 
terials were their own selections 
and were supplied without cost 
has had considerable to do with 
their success. It is all right to 
talk about genius thriving on pov- 
erty but a designer certainly can 
get better results with yards of 
beautiful satin and laces, than 
with some remnants of calico or

son of the School of Fine Arts 
served as master of ceremonies 
while representatives of the St. 
Louis Junior market who undoubt- 
edly have their eyes on some of 
these students as ruture employes 
as well as shoe and millinery man- 
ufacturers contributed their ap- 
preciation to the crowd witness- 
ing the show. Since all of the 
hats as well as many of the shoes 
worn by the models were made by 
the students, one learned that 
not all of these students are con- 
fining their talents to apparel cre- 
ation. 


Divided into five groups, the 
first of the promenades featured 
failles in a colorful array. It was 


interesting to note that the mascu- 
line designers (of which there 
were four) introduced a different 
slant to the clothes than did the 
girls. The boys, for example, fa- 
vored the siren type of costume 
while the girls liked the more 
feminine, fully-skirted themes. 
There was Robert Riddler’s dove 
grey faille suit with its hobble 
skirt with back slash reminiscent 
of the 1920 period in contrast to 
Gina Ward's red faille dress with 
floating panels.

A bright blue crepe 
dinner dress designed by Sophie 
Toney had a low, draped waistline 
and a floating panel at the side 
back to give a more formal ap- 
pearance to a short skirt.

Crisis of Death

The Secrets of Charm 


RS. K. has to face the loss of her mother some time 

before the end of this year. “You published a column 

on how a family should deal with this crisis, but I missed 
it,” she says. “Would you please give me some suggestions? 
The doctors say it is only a question of months, not years.” 

The Rev. Dr. Rollin J. Fairbanks, who has had long e2- 
perience as a hospital chaplain, gives some helpful sugges- 
tions about this, Mrs. K., in a recent issue of the Journal of 
Pastoral Care.

HE FINDS that those who are going to die often follow 


a similar pattern consisting of four steps: 

They want to secure more data. They seek addi- 
tional information about their condition. You'll have 
to let the physician deal with all that. 

They reject the fact of their death—seek other 
diagnoses—try to get help from other sources. 

They want to increase their personal relationships 
—want to see old friends, get in touch with absent 
relatives. 

They want to put things in order, 

You can help particularly with Nos. 3 and 4, Mrs. K. 

Should you discuss death with the patient? Dr. Fairbanks 
thinks this should be left entirely to the patient to decide. If 
your mother wants to avoid the topic, you will do the same. 
If she wants to discuss it fully and frankly you will face 
ft in the same spirit. 

: - <a -® 
THIS BRINGS UP a question of importance to many fam- 

flies—should we let the patient know that she is going to die? 
It is the responsibility of the doctor to make the decision. 

Suppose he tells us, but does not tell the patient? 
Psychiatrist Erich Lindemann suggested that efforts of the 
family to keep such bad news from the sick person are futile. 
He will suspect it from their changed behavior. 

If the patient asks for “the truth,” he should be told it— 
but by the physician first. He should not be told unless and 
until he asks. 

These are some of Dr. Fairbank’s conclusions. Of course 
eircumstances differ in each family, but I believe his sugges- 
tions deserve circulation, since every family has to face such 
a crisis at some time.

handbook for registering his Pet 
Speech Peeve in rhyme: 

“I thank you very kindly, friend,” 

Is a phrase that puzzles me no 
end. 

Suppose I didn’t like the Joe— 

Would “I thank you meanly” be 
apropos? 

A. “Thank you kindly” is one of 
those hardy perennials that per- 
sist in spite of all efforts to root 
them out. “Thank you kindly” is 
especially prevalent in business 
letters—“Thanking you kindly for 
an early reply, we beg to re 
main ” 

Let's try to throw the light of 
a little common sense on the ex- 
pression. To begin with, kindiy 
is an adverb meaning, “in a kind 
manner,” In “I thank you kindly,” 
the adverb kindly modifies the 
verb thank; therefore, “I thank 
you kindly” means literally “TI 
thank you in a kind manner,” 
hence “I am being kind to you in 
thanking you.” 

Of course that isn’t what one 
intends saying. What is meant is: 
I thank you very much, Why not 
say it that way, then? 

A similar usage is: “Wishing 
you a very pleasant good after- 
noon.” What this actually says is: 
“T am being very pleasant in wish- 
ing you good afternoon.” 

“Good afternoon” is not a time 
of day; it is a form of farewell 
meaning, “May you have a good 
afternoon.” We may wish one a 
pleasant afternoon or evening, but 
not a “pleasant good afternoon.” 

The expression is widely heard 
at the end of radio programs; I 
suggest that it. be discarded in 
favor of: May you have a pleas- 
|ant afternoon (or: evening).
